A STATE CEMENT MILL. 
Sidney Suggs has come out in an 
Interview advocating ihe building of a 
cement mill by the state to be run by 
convict labor which would be 
used 
in manufacturing cement for use on 
the public roads of the acate. The 
Honorable Sidney seems 
to know 
more about the cement business than 
the manufacturers, for he says it is 
now being made for 44c per barrel and 
sold at $2.00. Of course, that is the 
veriest moonshine, for about a dozen 
Kansas mills, which have had cheap 
gas for fuel, have recently gone into 
the hands of receivers as a result of 
trying to sell cement at 60c and 70c 
per barrel. 
Furthermore, it is not 
even retailing at $2.00 per barrel un­ 
less it is in some remote section of 
the United States where there are no 
railroads. This morning the News re­ 
porter called at the offices of the Ok­ 
lahoma Portland Cement Co. and was 
shown the report of the selling price 
of cement at the mill for every month 
of the year. 
It does not average 90c 
per barrel. 
Furthermore, Mr. Suggs 
claims that the state will need $*1,000,- 
000 worth of cement for roads. 
We 
don t see Just how that happens, for 
very little will ever be used except for 
culverts, and certainly it will not take 
any 2,000,000 barrels for those. 
An­ 
other item: It will cost the state sev­ 
eral hundred thousand dollars to build 
ft mill. more. in fact, than the cement 
would cost, and since the law forbids 
convict labor and convict products 
coming in competition with free labor. 
we can’t see what use the mill could 
be put to after the roads had been 
supplied. 
If Sidney knows no more 
about roads than he does about the 
cost of cement, it *111 be a long time 
before the state has any roads. 
Evi­ 
dently there ig something else back of 
this proposition.

A few days ago there appeared in 
the Oklahoman and other metropoli­ 
tan papers of the country 
a 
story 
from Cherokee by one Mrs. LaBrue 
to the effect that Gen. John H. .Mor­ 
gan of Kentucky, the most 
daring 
cavalry leader of the great struggle, 
was not killed as ordinary stated, 
but that he slipped away and came 
wo»t, settling first in Kansas and af­ 
terwards in 
the 
Cherokee 
nation, 
where he lived under the name of 
John M. Cole until the time of his 
death in 1899. The lady claims to be 
a daughter of the famous general. 
Among the reunion visitors at Ada 
was Dr. Thomas F. Berry of Pauls 
Valley, a flue old 
Southern 
gentle­ 
man of eighty years, who was a neigh 
bor of Gen. Morgan, and knew him 
intimately from the time he, Dr. Ber 
ry, was five years of age. They were 
warm bosom friends, and Dr. Berry 
was with him constantly from his 
childhood until the famous general 
was betrayed and assassinated after 
being captuured near Greenville, Ten­ 
nessee. 
By way of correcting this 
false history and in defense of his 
beloved commander, Dr. Berry has 
written the following letter to the 
Oklahoman, a copy of which he band­ 
ed the News while here. Of course 
no one who knew of the gallantry 
and military record of Gen. Morgan 
will for a moment believe that he 
fled from the face of danger and hid 
himself in the wilderness of the West, 
but for the sake of true history, this 
letter was written and Is here pre­ 
sented: 
To the Editor of the Oklahoman:.— 
Dear Sir: 
Will you kindly permit 
me space in your colums to answer 
the article which in the Sunday’s la­ 
m e of your paper from the pen of 
one Mrs. L. F. LaBrue of Cherokee, 
Okla., claiming she is the daughter 
of Gen. John H. Morgan. Since my 
early childhood in Lexington, Ky., I 
was his neighbor for ‘years. 
Was a 
soldier with him in Mexico, and as a 
soldier was one of his 16 original 
men who went with him from Lex- 
ngton to the Confederate army, serv­ 
ing with him continuously, and was 
captured with him at Buffington* Is- 
and, Ohio, but made my escape at 
Cincinnati. Re-joined him after 
his 
escape from the Columbus, O., pen­ 
itentiary, was with him at Greenville, 
Tenn. when he was killed. 
He was 
killed after he surendered and his 
body was brutally/ mutilated by drag­ 
ging around by the Yankee soldiers, 
hut was recovered under a flag of 
truce, and was buried with military 
honors near Greenville and his body 
was afterwards removed to his home 
at Lexington, Ky., after the war. His 
remains repose now in the cemetery 
in the shadow of a magnificent mon­ 
ument There are hundreds of his old 
and gallant soldiers still living who 
can and will testify to this statement.

was Dr. Thomas F. Berry of Paula 
Valley,' a fine Ol^ Southern 
gentle- 


man of eighty years, who was a neigh 
lor of Gen. Morgan, and knew him 
intimately from the time he, Dr. Ber- 
ry, ' was five years bf age.' They were 
warm bosom friends, and Dr. Berry 
was with him constantly from hl« 
childhood until the famous general 
was betrayed and assasBinated after 
being captuured near Greenville, Ten- 
nessee. By way of correcting .this 
false history 'and in defense of his 
beloved commander, Dr. Berry .has 
written the following letter to; the 
Oklahoman, a copy 'of which, he 'tend- 
ed the 'News while here. 'Of course

fled from the face of danger and hid 
himself in the wilderness of the West,

letter was written and is here pre- 
sented : 
To the Editor of the OklaKoman:.— .- 


•Dear Sir: Will you kindly permit 


me space In your colums to answer 
the article' which in the Sunday's is- 
«ue of your paper frojn the pen of 
one Mr*. I* F. LaBrue of 
Oila., claiming she is the datghter2 
of Gen. John H. Morgan, Since my 
early childhood in Lexington, Ky., I 
was hie neighbor for 'years. Was a 
soldier 'With him < in Mexico, and as a 
soldier .Was one of his 16 original 
men 
•• who went with him from Lepc- 


ington to the Confederate army, serv. 
ing with him continuously, and was 
captured with him at Buffington* Is- 
land, Ohio, but made my escape at 
Cincinnati. Re-joined him after 
his 


escape from the Columbus, O., pen- 
itentiary, was with him at Greenville, 
Tettn. , when he was killed. 'He was 
killed after he su rendered and his 
body was brutally/ mutilated by drag- 
ging around by the Yankee soldiers;, 
•hut was recovered under a flag of, 
truce, and was 'buried with military 
honors near Greenville and his body 
was afterwards removed to his home 
at Lexington, Ky., after the war.. His. 
remains repose now in the cemetery 
in the shadow of a magnificent mon- 
ument. There are hundreds of his old 
and gallant soldiers still living who 
can and will testify to this statement.
